Doctor Listens to Needs 
of Hard Working Teachers. 


S the teachers became accustomed to seeing the 
A doctor’s big figure appear in the door, they 
got to telling him about their own needs, as 
well as the things the schools néeded. They pointed 
out to him that second assistants, who form the 
majority of teachers, get only $840 a year, and that 
first assistants get only $920. They showed him some 
cost-of-living figures, and schedules of teachers’ pay 
in other cities, and he agreed with them that they 
ought to get:‘more. 

He fixed $1000 as the proper amount to pay a sec- 
ond assistant and $1100 or more as the proper amount 
for a first assistant, with an increase from $1100 to $1250 
for the head assistants.

That will de- 
pend on the amount of revenue which the board 
gets by keeping its tax at the old figure, instead 
of reducing it, as some of the members suggested.

MEETING MAY 23 


Will Represent Concerns 
Capitalized at $6,000,000,- 
000, It Is Estimated. 


THE 25TH CONVENTION 
Prominent Men From All 


Over the Union Will 
Be Present. 





Three thousand delegates, including 
the most prominent figures in the elec- 
trical world, and representing an ag- 
gregate of corporate wealth estimated 
st $6,000,000,000, will be in attendance at 
the twenty-fifth annual convention of 
the National Electric Light Association, 
which opens in St. Louls Monday, May 
98, and which will last ‘until Saturday, 
May 2. 

In addition. to the convention here 
there will be an electrical exhibit at the 
Coliseum, showing the progress which 
has been made with electricity during 
the past quarter century, and this ex- 
hibit, it is said, will be one of the cost- 
Hest ever made in the United States. 

All of the “big men’’ of the electrical 
world have announced that they will be 
present, and the program of addresses 
includes the names of the leading fig- 
ures of the industry. There have been 
22 presidents of the organization, includ- 
ing the incumbent, Frank W. Frueauff 
of Denver and New York. Three of the 
former presidents were graduates of the 
telegraph key, but so far as known, 
none of the others had any direct ac- 
quaintance with electrical work before 
becoming interested in the development 
of, lighting properties. 

One past president came from the 
bench; another from the bar; a third 
was a prominent financier, and a fourth 
was active in the development of the oil 
industry. Half a dozen were men of 
technical college training, but the ma- 
jority had mastered the central station 
art, and twe were at the head of elec- 
trical manufacturing enterprises, so the 
organization had a variety of talent to 
direct it.

energy. 

One. of the features of the St. Leuis

The membership includes companies, 
employes ef companies, supply concerns, 
etc., and a new plan of affiliating the 
State associations on the one hand and 
central station company branches and 
sections en the other.

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The Mere Catching Is Only 
an Incident to Col. I. N. 
Peyton. 
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Northwesterner Has Fre- 
quented the Same Streams 
for Thirty Years. 


SPOKANE. Wash., May 14.—When 
Col. L N. Peyton comes back from 
Southern California or Mexico, or 
wherever he may happen to have been 
wandering, it is time for everyone to 
begin to fuss over fishing tackle. 
There is no more certain sign. When 
fishing time comes to the Inland Hm- 
pire the Colonel comes also. He has 
angled these waters for the last 36 


years withovt developing the slight- 
est symptom of laying down the rod. 

Generations of fishermen have come 
and gone in Spokane, but Col. Peyton 
has remained unmoved in his devo- 
tion. 

Those who have eaten his fried fish 
say he can cook like a chef. 

Getting enjoyment out of life is 
Col. Peyton’s specialty. Owning sev- 
en-story blocks and other items of 
that sort are the incidentals. And his 
specialty of ‘enjoyment specialties is 
fishing. Plenty of men fish, but few 
of them continue in it to the time 


sitting by the fire and remorsefully 
meditating the fish stories they have 
perpetrated in younger and wilder 
days. The Colonel has nothing of 
this sort of regret. /' 
Weuldn’t Gaff a Crecodile, 

The old-timers who used te catch 
salmon down the river before the dams 
stopped that sport think they havo 
something on the Colonel in the matter 
of big fish, and they show the figures 
and photographs te prove it. Henry 
Seiffert and Simen Seitenbach were fish- 
ing two miles from the mouth of the 
Little Spokane and 18 miles from home. 

Seitenbach had ‘been lucky, and was 
correspondingly scornful of Seiffert 
Finally the latter centracted something 
with rhinoceros symptoms. Seltenbach 
merely mentioned that anybody could 
hook the bottom of the river. Seiffert 
eventually worked his catch into shal- 
low water, and Seitenbach then volun- 
teered to show him how to gaff it. He 
waded out and was about te perferm 
the operation when he suddenly, turned 
and sought the shore in haste. 

“Why don’t you gaff the fish?” Seif- 
fert demanded. 

“Why don’t you catch a fish?’ Seiten- 
bach retorted. ‘That's a crocodile. It’s 


crecodiles,’’ 

The fish assayed 54 inches of Chineok 
salmon, one inch to the pound. 

To all this the Colonel merely returns 
the interrogation: ‘“‘Where are the fish 
these fellows are catching now?” 

A Tactful Reproof. 

The Colonel’s nearest rival in leng 
faithfulness te the angling art is ‘‘Dad”’ 
Moulton, the hermit fisherman of Priést 
Lake. “‘Dad’’ lives at the upper end of 
a lake 65 miles from a railroad. When 
he arrived on Priest Lake is a matter 
of ancient legend. He was there when 
the rest came. 

Cel, Peyton fishes purely for the sport 
of it, and he carries an ancient grudge 
against the market fisherman. 

“Thirty years ago.”’ he said, “the Spo- 
kane River was the finest trout stream 
on earth. Market fishermen caught the 
trout with nets or dynamite or any 


other way they could, brought them 
into the market and sold them for any- 
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thing they could get. I have seen the 
finest lake trout sold for 10 cents a 
pound. Of course, the market fisher- 
man practically depleted the stream, 
It was a pity! It was a shame! 
When the Treat Quits. 

“IT have often thought about’ the 
fisherman who whips the streams, and 
I want to say, as a matter of fact, 
that 1 have fished all over Coeur 
a’Alene Lake. I have whipped the 
Spokane River from Post Falls to the 
Falis of Spokane. “Below the falls I 
have fished clear through the rapids 
and in all the pools. I have covered 
all the ground, not only once, but 
time after time, clear to the lower 
falls below Lapray’s Bridge. I have 
fished the Chamokane, I have fished 
the Coeur d@’Alene River and I have 
fished the Ponderay from one end to 
the other. Some of the finest fishing 
I ever had was up just beyond what 
is now called Cowlay’s Bridge. There 
was a time when you could get trout 
in any quantity and any way. you 
wanted it by fishing the rapids. 

“l have heard all kinds of talk 
about casting a line. My experience 
has been that about sixty feet is the 
limit. A young man who lived in 
Spokane—was born and raised there 
—told me once that he cast 90 feet. 
The best record shows that & man 
may cast over one hundred feet on 
the ground. When he is fighting con- 
} ditions in a swift stream no man liv- 
oracle cast 90 feet and do it suc- 
cessfully. I like to drop my fly just 
where it ought to land in the water 
where I see the gamy trout feeding. 
I like to see them jump out of the

Blocking of Vote by General 
Federation of Women’s 
Clubs Is Considered a 
Menace to Cause. 


When Mrs. Philip N. Moore of S&St. 
Louis prevented the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs from indorsing wom- 
en’s suffrage, she did the “Votes for 
Women” cause more harm than any 
mere man could possibly have done it. 
This is the opinion- of some of the St. 
Louis leaders of the: suffrage move- 
ment. 

The most severe criticisms were made 
by St. Louis suffragists yesterday. on 
Mrs. Moore's action. taken while pre- 
siding over the club women's clubs 
throughout the United States. In her 
biennial address Mrs. Moore advised the 


‘ne mbers to tumh their attention to their 


homes, and to make no declaration in 
behalf of suffrage. This advice the con- 
vention followed. 

While some took the view that the 
federation’s ‘attitude would have .no 
great effect, others pointed out that a 
telling argument had been placed in the 
hands of male anti-suffragists. 

Heavy Blow, Thinks Suffragist. 

Mrs. Moore has made it possible, 
these critics said, for men opposing suf- 
frage to argue that the best women do 
not want suffrage, and that. if they 
want it the club federation, most rep- 
resentative and influential of women’s 
oranizations would have said ‘so. 

This was the belief expressed by Miss 
Ida Heltzell of 5825 Bartmer avenue, 
one of three sisters who are school 
teachers and workers for suffrage. 

“It will set our cause bdtk for years, 
I fear,’’ said Miss Heltgzell, in speaking 
of the federation’s refusal to act on 
suffrage. “Passivity or negative oppo- 
sition is always the strongest obstacle 
to a movement. 

“The attitude of the federation will 
be reflected back throurh the country 
to the individual clubs, and will keep 
thousands of women from entering the 
movement.

professional diver refused te search for 
bodies under the boat. Archibald M. 
Patterson of Savannah, who lost his 
wife and child; his nephew, C. H. Cor- 


bett of St. Louis, and J. T. Howell, 
whose fiancee, Miss Anne Rhea, was 
drowned, kept a vigil half the night on 
the bank in the hope that the bedies 
‘might be washed ashore. 

Deputy Sheriff Sam Tarbell swore in 
12 deputies yesterday in anticipation of 
the throng of curiosity seekers and sou- 
venir hunters who were expect@ to 
appear at the scene today. Tarbell 
roped off the camp, occupied by the 
relatives of the dead, and said he would 
arrest all who intruded. 

Capt. Harry N. Crane and Pilot Ed- 
win Pell admitted yesterday, before they 
appeared before the investigators, that 
the pilot had failed to observe the rules 
of navigation when he did not stop 
the boat when it entered the dense 
smoke cloud. 

Smoke Causes Wreck, 


first two witnesses questioned by Steam- 
boat Inspectors William J. Macdonald 
and Archibald Gordon. 

Both told the inspectors the wreck 
was due to the smoke from the lime 
kiln at Glen Park. When the boat en- 
tered the smoke cloud, they said, the 
pijot could not see just where he was 
going. 

Capt. Crane said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “Ed Pell, like every other 
pilot on the Mississippi has taken boats 
through the smoke at that place many 
times and until] this time the boats al- 
Ways got thfough all right. It has 
never taken more than a minute or 
two to get beyond the smoke. Of 
course he took a chance, but when he 
did he had no thought that there was 
the least danger. 

“The rules of navigation require that 
when a pilot cannot see where he is 
going he shall stop the boat. As soon 
as Pell discovered his boat. was leav- 
ing the channel, he gave the necessary 
signals to stop and back,, but it was 
then too late.’’ 

Ordered Vessel Stopped. 

Pell also said he had passed through 
the smoke many times, but did not 
think there was occasion to stop the 
boat, as it was headed right when it 
entered the smoke cloud. 

The witnesses examined yesterday 
were Capt. Crane, Pilet Pell, Al Ritten- 
house, second clerk; Harry 
head mate; M. M. Leek, second engineer; 
W. J. Givens, carpenter; Patrick Doyle, 
watchman, and Ed Latham, chief en- 
gineer. 

Leek, Carpenter and Latham all tes- 
_tifled that the pilot gave signals to 
stop and back the boat, and that the 
engineer carried out those orders, but 
the boat had not materially lessened its 
speed forward when the rock was 
struck. 

The investigation is being made be- 
hind closed .doors and no witness is 
permitted to hear the statements made 
by other witnesses. Capt. Joseph J. 
Dunn, Chief Inspector in St. Leuis, said 
last night he expected the investigation 
would be completed Monday, but that

LONDON, May 14. —The whole court 
and all London are ‘absorbed in the 
preparations for the funeral of King 
Edward, which will be the most im- 
posing ceremonial Great Britain's cap- 
ital has ever witnessed. Thirty thou- 
sand’ soldiers will’ be ‘brought ' from 
Aldershot and. othe military carps to 
line the streets Friday when the pro- 
cession passes. 

As thére is'no ropm to barrack them 
over night. the soldiers will bivouac in 
the parks and streets. The city will 
have the appearance of. an invested 
town for two days. - 

It is expected tha’ 700,000 persons will 
pass through Westminster Hall to look 
upon the coffin. Barriers are. being 
built, BY. means of which the people 
will be ushered through in four lines 
at the rate of 18,000 an hour. 

The body of the late King will not be 
exposed to view. The mourners will see 
only the ceffin with the official regalia 
and heaps of flowers. 


Many Flowers Sent, 

The flowers alone contributed by or- 
ganizations and individuals will repre- 
sent many thousands of dollars in value. 
The most elaborate wreath has been 
sent from Windsor, consisting of costly 
white flowers, interwoven with purple, 
which is the Royal mourning color, 

The wreaths contributed by private in- 
dividuals, numbering thousands will be 
hung on posts in the streets. 

The artillery horses, with gun car- 
riages were rehearsing today through 
the street along the line of march, ‘so 
as to avoid the possibility of a mishap 
on Friady.

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ATTACKED 


Assessment Called Unequal 
and Whole Method Stamp- 
ed as Antiquated. 


The Missouri Municipal League will 
begin this week a campaign for signa- 
tures for a petition for a proposed 
amendment to the State Constitution, 
by which it is planned to introduce an 
entirely new system of State taxation. 

The amendment was drafted by a 
committee of five, of ‘which the chair- 
man was Dr. Isidor Loeb, professor of 
political economy in Missouri Universi- 
ty. The other members were Frederick 


N. Judson of St. Louis, former State 
Senator Charles FE. Yeater of Sedalia, 
former City Assessor A. H. Frederick 
of St. Louis, and Judge William M. 
Williams of Boonville. ; 

The League is composed of delegates 
from the commercial and civic organiza- 
tion of 30 cities of the State. Its first 
meeting was held March 23 at Sedalia, 
when the abuses of the present system 
of taxes were pointed out, and the com- 
mittee of five was appointed to draft an 
amendment. The committee held two 
sessions, one in St. Louls on April 
9 and the other in Jefferson City, on 
April 13. It made a report to the 
Municipal League, of which 100 mem- 
bers were present, at the Commercial 
Club tn Kansas City, last Tuesday. 
Leslie E. Bates of Webb City is presi- | 
dent of the league. 

_Equalization Is Aim. 

The purpose of the reform is not to 
increase the State taxes, but to equalize 
their distribution among the counties. 

“Gross inequalities result from the 
operation of the present tax system of 
M4ssouri,” says & L. Moser, secretary | 
cf the Kquitable Taxation League, 
who has talzen an active part in the 
deliberations of the Municipal League. 

“At present, the State bases its tax- 
es upon the assessments of the var- 
icus counties and cities. St. Louis 
taxes its real estate at 65 per cent of 
its value, but KanBas City assesses only 
45 per cent of the value of its real prop- 
erty, and Sullivan County, only 20 per 
cent. , 

“It follows that St. Louis pays 
half as much taxes again in propor- 
tion as does.Kansas City, and more 
than three times as much as Sullivan 
County. These are discriminations 
which we think should be adjusted.” 

The program ,of the equalizers is, 
in epitome, as follows:: 

Abolish the system of basing the 
State’s taxes upon the assessments 
made locally in the counties and cit- 
ies. 

Inaugurate a new class of special 
subjects for state taxation, including 
mortgages and deeds and all secur- 
ities, stocks and bonds, filled with the 
Secretary of State, 

If these new sources of revenue 
are not sufficient, apportion the 
deficit among the counties and 
cities, not on the basis of the as- 
sessed value of their real estate, 
but upon its actual value. 

Institute State taxes upon rail- 
roads and quasi-public pervs cor- 
porations. 

Abolish the poll tax, because it is 
a “poverty tax.’’ 

Abolish taxes, State and local, 
upon State bonds and the bonds 
of counties and municipalities. 

Poll Tax Attacked, 

Moser declares that the poll tax is 
antiquated, and upholds the rebellion 
of John Joseph Keon, Socialist, who 
is enduring six months in jail at 
Grafton, Ill, rather than pay a poll 
tax of $1.50. 

“The poll tax has been abolished,”’ 
says Moser, “in all -European coun- 
trigs and in 2 States of this country, 
but it still obtains in $1 counties in 
Missouri. 

“The poll tax is almost universally 
applied to making roads, the: profit. of 
which accrues to the land owners. But 
the tax is paid, in money -or labor, in 
large part by men who may not even 
own a wheelbarrow, let alone a farm. 
It should be supplanted by a ‘special 
road tax on land owners.” 

The petition will have to be signed by 
* per cent of the voters in 11 of the 
Congressional districts of the State, and 
must be filed on or before July 7., The 
Municipal League is counting on the 
assistance of the Missouri Referendum 
League, the labor organizations. . the 
Equitable Taxation League, and the 
various bodies all‘over the State af- 
filiatect with the Muncipal League.

The first of Mrs, Stetson’s students and dis-

PLANT 
VEGETABLES IN PLACE 
OF FLOWERS 


\ '¥ the flowers you planted before the April 
Diizzard escaped from old Father Winter 
were killed and ‘he planting must be done 
ali over again, why not plant vegetables? 

There are ‘many kinds that are as pret'y as 
flowers, and by getting the late varieties a 
back yard of the smallest dimensions can be 
converted into a garden from which the fam- 
ily may be fed witb great saving to the house- 
hold funds all summer. 

There is corn, that can be planted all around 
the fence, making a pretty background for the 
tomatocs, with their red fruit,and egg plants 
that are much prettier than you wou.d im- 
agine. 

In front of these plant carrots, beets, lettuce 
and radishes, to make a border, and edge it 
with parsley. Then on the sunny side of the 
hcusé put a row of vines—peas and beaas— 
aczinst a wire netting, or stick tall sticks into 
the ground on which to tra'n them. A few 
bush squash, a strip for cucumber vii es, that 
grow along the ground, and two or three to 
mato plants of fancy variety trained sigh by 
means of barrel hoops on up.ights, will make 
a garden pretty to the :ye and of material use, 

From tomate plants traine* in this fashion 
several tushels of fruit is got during the sea- 
son, and they are very} orna’e, as the props are 
lost in the greénery, leaving oniy -he leaves,

Caring tor the garden is the .rost healtbful 
octupation the children have, and it js of little 
trouble if it must be kept by the mistress of 
the house. A few suggesticns have been made 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch Home Section 
by Charles C. Young: 

“To obtain best recults or a ‘am'ly suvply 
of vegetables for a family table there is no 
better way than to get potted plents, which 
ean be bought at any florist’s or at seed stores. 

“The best varieties to plant are ‘tomato, 
bull-nose pepper and egg plants. Tomatoes 
a’eé perhaps more largely 1 sed tLan any ‘other 
table fruit, ard the cul.ivation is very sim- 
ple. A dozen plants, attended to, will produce 
enough for a good-s.zed family. We know of 
a lady on Lafayette :.ven:e who from a dosen 
plants gathered enough for her family and 
put up 65 cans. 

“After setting the plants out they should be 
kept staked up, and when «ach branch blooms 
the end of the shoot shoud be pinched out. 
Th's checks the growth on this particular 


branch and causes the fruit to se. 


“The two best varieties are the June pink 
and Karly Stone. The Jun: pin? is one of the 


earliest varieties and appeals ‘¢rpecially to - 


those who like the pik color. The fruit 
grows ix. clusters excs.lent quality; size 
averages about 3 Inches as! Vameter. i: bears 
for a long se: son utti! vines are killed by 
frost. . 

“The New Stone is another good variety. 
The plants grow strong and are very pro- 
ductive; the tom:toes are heny) and thick- 
meated, mating it an extre.nely luable vari- 
ety for family use nd for vancing pu: ‘pases, 

“Bulbnogse peppers, although not so largely 
used a; tomatoes, are still very des'rable in 
the vegetable garden. They <quire no special 
care, as they wil) thrive a-ywhere after they 
once get started. To get tie Best results pot- 
ted plants ehould be planted. 

“Bigs plants require a little more care. and 
es they ar: a tropica! plan’ should not be set 
out before the ivth or 15th of May. They 
require no particular cultivation, only you
